THE DANGERS OF A CHANGE. 



In former utticlos wo havo alludod in 
gineral terms to the prosperity of the 
•onniry as compared with its condition in 
tha daji of Mr. Walkem'a administration; 
•nd have shown that a ohnnge of govorn- 
lAntat tho present moment, when the 
Province ia sncceBsfnllj- struggling to free 
h»r8eU.fromthe;ohain8 placed about her 
by that nrisoriipl'ons govommont, would 
prove a ohango most disastrous to every 
industry now on the high road to stability 
tad Buocess. Tho utterances and policy 
of the opposition most con-vinoingly cor- 
roborate this asBortion ond prove beyond

the now thriving quartz mining interest

Again, on tho 23d-of the; some, month 
Mr. Walkom editorially characterized tho 
loan "an attempted brito."

Will Mr 
Walkem hav/s the audacity to tell them 
when he next meets them that they have 
b«en guilty of accepting a bribe? We pre 
diet that he.-vill &Qt do 8o«,;We turn to a 
more recent issne of the Stdhadrd—Au issue 
bearing date June 2nd, 1877, and what do 
we find Mr. Walkem again prescribing for 
his illtreated patients in Cariboo?

These extracts are a sample of many. 
They are tho pith of the utterances of Mr. 
Walkem on every available occasion and 
they distinctly show that it is not to 
him tho miners of Cariboo aro indebted 
. for the increased prospurity of their dis- 
, triot'durag tIie,lU^ twelve months. Thoy 
BhbSir'' 'even'^"ffl6fe---n8y, they aro proof 
positive- that if Mr. Walkem had been 
permitted to laugh the Governmentpolicy 
out of existenoo Cariboo to-day would 
have been just as ignorant of her wealth 
as sho was for four years when her illus- 
trious senior representative mis-ruled her 
. ridestmies.; ; Such being the case, is there 
imy good reason to suppose that if Mr. 
Walkem were permitted to return to ofHoe 
to-morrow he would be ono particle more 
mindf ul of the claims of Cariboo and other

Deceased was a very omioont and 
ncoompliahed physician, but had retired 
from practice abont live years. Ho was 
lit difTcront times Governor and Secretary 
of tho CoUogo of Phy.doiaus and Sur- 
geons, a member of the Canadmn Medi- 
cal Association, President of the Quebec 
Medical Association and physician to the 
dispensary of the'Sistersof Charity. De- 
ceased was also an acconiplish'od linguist.

In tho uncertainty of 
tho issue of pour parlers tho Euasiunn are 
atrongllioning their position, and advices 
from various points say thero is considor- 
ablo movement of troops toward Con- 
stantiiioplo and Gullipoli, 

A Vienna corro.'spoodont says at Tcbo- 
laja, thirty milos southeast of Oonstanti- 
nople, 2,000 sappors and 8,000 infantry 
aro at work, turning and completing lines 
thrown up by tho Turks, along tbo whole 
lino from Hadomki to Derkob on the 
Black Soil. A good . many of tho siege 
guns Lolongiug to the Turks remain and 
a hundred heavy guns .md 30 mortars aro 
xpootod from Odessa. At San Stofano, 
9 well as on other exposed points of tho 
toast.strand, batteries have been erected 
o frustrate any attempt?! to land. Acoord- 
ing to Eussian accounts seven hundred 
guns aro already in positioa along the 
coast. In Wallachia Eussian troops* of 
occupation consist of three army corps, 
twenty four reserve battalions and a pro- 
portionate number of artillery and cavalry. 
"Of these tho oloTonlh army corps is dis- 
Aributod in cantonments between Buoh- 
aresfc, and 21:th roaorvo battalions aro in 
Moldavia, making in all about one hun- 
dred thousand men iindor general ordors.

San Francisco, April 21. — ^Tho Echoon- 
er Oarolino Medan, Capt, Winanfe, ha's re- 
turnttd from the wreck of the steamer 
City of San Francisco with about §10,000 
in silver bullion, recovered by divers. The 
expedition was fitted out by Capt. Winant 
at tho solicitation of two divors. James 
Steele and Daniel McGlado. They report 
the wreck a confused mass and the cargo 
rained. The recovery of the ballion was 
attended with great risk on account of 
the exposed position of tho sunken etoam- 
or. 

Tho questioa of tho right of Chineao to 
become citizens of tho United States came 
up in tho U.S. circuit court to day on tho 
application of four Mongolians, through 
their attorneys, B. L. Brooks and F. .A. 
Bee, for papers of citizenship. They were 
of two classes- one for a man who came 
to this state under legal ago, and the 
others on declarations of intention. The 
clerk of tho court refused tho application, 
referring tho applicants to the court.

EASTERN STATES. 
Storu Lake, Iowa, April 22. — A wind 
storm did sorious damage hero yostord&y. 
Soverol persons in thii vicinity aro roport- 
od killed. 

DuBUQUK, April 22. — A storm at Pomo- 
roy, a small station on the Illinois Cen- 
tral in Iowa, blew down a number of 
houses, killed a son of George TVollnoe, 

and a son of Mr. Poarce, and wounded 15 
or 20 others. Tho details aro meagre. 
Sovon miles of telegraph wiro are blown 
down. 

Siou.x City, April 22 — Tho atorm began 
about 3:30 Sunday, and swept from south- 
west to northeast. In this qection the 
towns damaged were Stormli^o, Fonda 
and Pomoroy. Trees wero torn up and 
tho country presented tho appearance of 
being ravished by a terriblo ojolono. A 
man named Eeilly was carried bodily 
over a house and tree tops and sot down 
uninjured. Cattlo wore hurled olT long 
distances and killed. Hailstonss fell fas- 
touod togothor in groat masses. After tbo 
wind sntiaidcd tho town of Stornilake was 
filled with country people looking for 
physicians ond surgeons, Alfred King's 
residonco was lifted from the ground and 
dashed to a thousand piocos. His mothor 
was instantly killed. A buggy of his wni 
carried a quarter of a mile . . throngh 'the 
air. The damage south of Btbrmiako is 
believed to be very great. It is reported 
that four wore killed and fifty wounded. 
In Griffith an unknown man had tho top 
of his Lead taken oft' by a sharp board. At 
Pomoroy, Chas.Pearoo was killed by fall- 
ing timber. Mrs. Wallaqo , and^ family, 
injured by the houso blowing down, ore 
not expected to live. .

England has thirty-one ships within 
a comparatively short distance of tbo 
Bospborus. Tho gathering of these 
ongiuea of destruction in Besikn Bay 
has been quietly aecomplished by Lord 
Beaconsfield's Govern meut. 

The "Spectator" learns from tj pri- 
vate letter that tho telephone has been 
adopted by the Chinese, the telegraph 
being useless, as they have no alphabet.

From tho Japan "Gazette" we take 
the following.

'L'riE old Nilo ia no longer to bo allowed 
to waste ita time pouring out its waters 
uselessly into tho sea. Its flood streams 
aro to bo utilized, in part at least, and di- 
rected into tho deserts of , Nubia. Libya, 
and Soodim. This giaiit ongiuooring 
Hcbomo is said not only to bo projected 
but to bo looked upon as actually feasible. 
It is well known tho-main stream' of tho 
Nilo is fed by tho great equatorial lakes of 
Africa, and its annual inundations aro 
caused by tho in-rush of torrent water, 
bidon with soil from the fertile sloiies of 
tho Abyssinian plateau. This silt is how 
for tliQ most part deposited in the bod of 
tbo Mediterranean, where it ia gradually 
forming a now delta. Sir Samuol Baker, 
in a letter to the Times, after rehearsing 
these facts, proposes a plan by which not 
only tho water of the Nile but tho mud 
which it now deposits wasiefully, maylbe 
utilized as a means of fertilizing tba des- 
erts south of Egypt. Ho jproposos by 
suitAble engineering works to divert a por- 
tion of the Nile flood-water into these des- 
erts, v/horo it can deposit its rick sedi- 
ment in tho sands and also irrigate them 
so as to' transform them into "Cotton 
flolds that would render England inde- 
pendent of America." He would oonetract 
sluices and dams at different points of tho 
Nile; at tho cateracts, for instance. These 
dams and sluices, by enabling craft to 
pats tho cataracts, would also render tho 
Nile navigable from the Meditciranean to 
Qondokoro.
